Cummings said he has seen no 
evidence since the Hauptmann con­ 
viction which w’ould lead him to be­ 
lieve new information has been un- I 
covered or that the Federal case 
should be reopened.

“We propose to keep open our 
facilities—our laboratories and fing­ 
erprint division—for New Jersey of­ 
ficials who wish to use them in con­ 
nection with the Lindbergh case, I 
have not changed my views since 
October IO.

“The investigative reports contain­ 
ing all the accounting details and 
the analysis of H auptm anns finan­ 
cial ventures will be made available 
to the proper prosecuting authori- 
i ties.
